Refusal to Answer. 

Middleton refused to answer fur- 
ther questions of Senate investiga- 
tors about his business activities 
“on grounds that my answers might 
involve me in an income tax law- 
suit.” 

Committee agents said that in- 
come tax officials were in the hear- 
ing room during Middleton's testi- 
mony. 

Middleton, who once served five 
months in jail for selling liquor, 
disclosed that he had close business 
connections with several coal com- 
panies which employ his deputies 
as special guards. Coal land in 
which he has an $18,000 interest is 
leased. to the Harlan-Wallins Coal 
Co., he said. 

He testified he also owned about 
$1500 worth of stock in the same 
firm's commissary, which paid him

PITTSBURGH, Pa., April 2%. — 
The rain-cwollen Allegheny and 


Monongahela Rivers rose four feet | 


over their 256-foot flood stage today 
and threatened river-front streets of 
Pittsburgh's business district with 
the third flood in 13 months. A 
crest of 36 feet was predicted by 
tomorrow noon at the confluence 
with the Ohio River. 

Fed by a continuous rain that 
poured 1.87 inches of water over 
the 900-mile Ohio watershed dur- 
ing the last 24 hours, the rivers 
were rising at a rate of nine-tenths 
of a foot an hour. 

Merchants and industrialists in 
low-lying areas moved their stocks 
to higher floors and threw up pro- 
tective bulwarks. 

The crest of the St, Patrick’s 
day flood, which caused $200,000,000 
damage here last year was 46 feet. 
Last January's highwater mark 
was 33 feet. While it would not 
threaten the main business streets, 
the predicted 36-foot stage would 
submerge residentiai districts of 
suburban Sharpsburg and the bot- 
tom lands of McKees Rocks. 

Food waters covered low-lying 
Johnstown streets, mundating 
homes and business buildings 
along the Conemaugh and Stony 
Creek divers. The lower end of 
Main street was flooded to a depth 
of two feet. In three or four side 
streets the first floors of homes 
and business buildings were flood- 
ed. 
The water forced the closing of 
the Lower Cambria works of the 
Bethlehem Steel Corporation. 

Many residents moved to higher 
ground. Street car service stopped, 
and train service was hampered 
by washed out tracks. A number of 
merchants moved stock to upper 
floors. 

The Baltimore & Ohio Railroad. 
reported its main line to Pittsburgh 
and Chicago was blocked at Hynd- 
man, Pa., by a washout, but that 
trains were being rerouted. The 
main line to St. Louis also was 
blocked. The Romney (W. Va.) 
branch and the Hagerstown (Md.) 
branch were out of service. 

The Little Casselman River rose 
more than three feet to send two 
feet of water into the streets of 
Rockwood, a town of 1200, in Som- 
erset County. Merchants removed 
some of their stocks, and a few 
families were forced from their 
homes, A number of villages in the 
county were isolated. The Lincoln 
highway was covered by more than 
a foot of water north of Ligonier. 
In the Uniontown area creek wa- 
ters blocked traffic on several 
roads. 

Firemen from Greensburg and 
Ligonier aided 150 families of Lat- 
robe to evacuate their homes in 
the path of flood waters from Loy- 
alhanna Creek. 

At Wheeling, W. Va., the Ohio 
was expected to reach a SHOE 
level Wednesday, 11 feet above 
flood stage. This stage would cov- 
er all of Wheeling Island, residen- 
tial; community of 10,000. persons 
opposite Wheeling in the middle of 
the river, and much of South 
Wheeling.

PHONE RATE CASE SENT

U. S. Supreme Bench Ordets 
Further Proceedings in Con- 
cern’s Protest on Refund.

WASHINGTON, April 26.—The 
Supreme Court sent back to Ohio 
courts today for further proceed- 
ings in litigation brought by the 
Ohio Bell Telephone Co. in protest 
against an order by the State Pub- 
lic. Utility Commission directing the 
company to refund $11,832,264 to its 
subscribers for 1925 to 1982 inclu- 
sive. 

Justice Cardozo delivered the 
opinion, which reversed a decision 
by the Ohio Supreme Court approv- 
ing the commission's action. Car- 
dozo said it would first be neces- 
gary for the State courts to institute 
further proceedings to determine 
“the value of the physical plant.” 

The commission contended that 
the amount of the refund constitut- 
ed excess earnings. It fixed as fair 
rates of return 7 per cent for 1925 
to 1929 inclusive, 6% per cent for 
1930 and 1931 and 5% per cent for 
1932 and 1933. 

Under the order, valuation of the 
intrastate part of the company’s 
property was fixed at $93,707,488 as 
of 1925.

Engineering Authority and Dean of 
Somes Scientific School at 
Pennsylvania U.

PHILADELPHIA, April 26.—Dr. 
Robert Heywood Fernald, distin- 
guished engineer, who was direc- 
tor of the mechanical engineering 
department at Washington Uni- 
versity, St. Louis, in 1902-07, died 
of heart disease at the University 
of Pennsylvania Hospital Saturday 
night, after a long illness.

Clem Sohn, U. S. ‘Birdman’ 
Loses Life in France When 
Two ’Chutes Fail. 


By the Associated Press. 

VINCENNES, France, April 26.— 
Clem Sohn, 26-year-old American 
“Birdman,” plunged to his. death 
here yesterday when two para- 
chutes failed to open during an 
exhibition jump. ; 

The “birdman,” so-called because 
of the wings he.wore to direct his 
fall through space, plunged into 
the center of the airfield before a 
crowd of 30,000 at an aviation pso- 
gram. Doctors said death was 
instantaneous. 

Sohn made his fatal leap from 
an airplane at an altitude of 6000 
feet. He first appeared as a white 
speck in the sky, dropping “freely, 
and then could be seen manipulat- 
ing his bat-like ‘wings as his figure

Parachute Fails to Open. 

At the 1000-foot level the para- 
chute he carried strapped to his 
back streamed from its pack. It 
stretched above him like an ex- 
clamation point and failed to open. 
Sohn tugged at the auxiliary para- 
chute strapped to his chest. The 
white silk streamed forth but failed 
to open. He plu ed“ to the 
ground. 8 

Several thousand spectators 
‘rushed from the stands and police 
were required to clear a path for 
doctors. ' 

The body of Sohn was taken to a 
hospital and the Air Ministry ap- 
pointed a committee to examine 
the parachutes today to determine 
the cause of the accident. 

Air Show Performer. 

Sohn was a traveling parachute 
jumper for eight years. He had 
deen an attraction at aviation 
carnivals and air races in the 
United States and foreign coun- 

He invented a “bat-wing” device 

which permitted him to simulate 
flight after jumping from an air- 
plane. Often he glided for several 
minues .before opening his para- 
chutes and floating to earth. The 
wings formed a web between. his 
arms and body and between his 
legs.

Delegates to the Central Trades 
& Labor Union meeting yésterday, 
were urged to communicate a pref- 
erence for the pooled fund plan to 
St. Louis members of the State 
Senate, which is scheduled to per- 
fect the bill tomorrow. The bill 
originally proposed a pooling of 
funds for unemployment compen- 
sation, but was changed in com- 
mittee to the individual reserve 
plan. 

Frank Murphy, secretary of the 
State Federation of Labor, de- 
clared it was generally known in 
Jefferson City that “big interests” 
had been lobbying for the defeat 
of the pooled fund plan. The op- 
position came from the Associated 
Industries and public utilities, 
Murphy asserted, adding that large 
sums of money had been spent by 
lobbyists representing employers. 
Labor would have to exert influ- 
ence through “weight of numbers,” 
Murphy said, being unable to wage 
a financial campaign. He charged 
that labor “was sold down the 
river” by a group of Senators, who 
forced substitution of the reserve 
fund plan in committee. 

Prof. Ralph Fuchs of Washing- 
ton University asserted the pur- 
poses of the legislation would be 
defeated if the bill passed as it 
now stands. Employes engaged in 
seasonal occupations would receive 
little benefit under the employers’ 
separate reserve, Prof. Fuchs said.

SHOE STRKERS WI 
N COMMISSARY RULING 


Court Permits CIO to Keep 
Open Food and Relief Sta- 
tion in Maine. 


By the Associated Press. 

LEWISTON, Me., April 26.—Su- 
preme Court Justice Harry Manser 
announted today the court would 
permit the Committee for Indus- 
trial Organization’s commissary 
and relief station to continue aid 
te workers in Lewiston and Auburn 
where 19 factories have been af- 
fected by a strike. Manufacturers 
had asked that an injunction, bar- 
ring strike activities be applied to 
feeding of strikers by the union. 

“The court is of the opinion that 
for the time being the injunction 
decree should continue to be in-

Crossley said there was a balance 
of about $100,000 from previous ap- 
propriations which would be avail- 
able for relief purposes next month, 
making a total of $350,000 to be 
spent in direct relief during May 
if the resolution is adopted. 

Approximately one-third, or $117,- 
000, will be. allotted to St. Louis, 
Crossley said. That amount is 
about $63,000 short df what the city 
had 3 Crossley said he 


had been informed that St. Louis“, 


relief bill in May would cost about 
$300,000, of which 40 per cent was 
to be provided by the city and the 
rest was expected to be received 
from the State. 

The Legislature already has ap- 
propriated $1,600,000 for relief dur- 
ing the first four months of this 
year, of which St. Louis ‘received 
$598,000.

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Records of Three Men Forming 
NL RZ and Big Labor Problems 
Likely to Come Before Them 


Scrupulous Care to Preserve Labor's Rights 
Under Wagner Act Indicated in Their 
Conduct of Cases.

WASHINGTON, April 26.—Three 
men, by the recent Supreme Court 
decisions on the Wagner Act, have 
been given power to pass upon the 
rights of labor in collective bar- 
gaining. Theirs will be the diffi- 
cult role of umpire not only in 
labor’s struggle to unionize an im- 
portant group of workers, but in 
the bitter conflict within labor’s 
own ranks. 

These three men make up the 
National Labor Relations Board. 
They are J. Warren Madden, chair- 
man; Edwin S. Smith and Donald 
Wakefield Smith. It is a curious 
fact that none of these men has 
ever participated in labor organ- 
ization, none has ever held a union 
card or has had any connection 
with organized labor. They might 
be expected, from the background 
from which they derive, to have 
the employer’s point of view. And 
yet from its inception the board 
has been scrupulously careful to 
preserve labor’s rights under the 
Wagner Act. There hag been a 
concerted effort to prevent the 
kind of compromise decisions 
which are reached when the arbi- 
trator is desirous above all else 
of ending a controversy. It is such 
decisions, members of the board 
believe, which ultimately whittle 
away labor’s rights under the law. 
Members of the board had seen 
that happen through their experi- 
ence on the employer’s side of the 
fence and they were determined 
it should not happen under the 
Wagner Act. 

Some of the Problems. 


New and greater responsibilities 
have developed upon these three 


cisions. They will have to trace 
between intrastate 
commerce and interstate com- 
merce; that is, between workers 
who come under the act as de- 
fined by the court and those who 
do not. In all probability they 
will have to arbitrate in many in- 
stances in the quarrel between the 
American Federation of Labor and 
the Committee for Industrial. Or- 
ganizaiton for thesright to repre- 
sent the workers of certain indus- 
tries. And they will have to de- 
cide when workers are discharged 
whether the issue of union activity 
was involved, with the warning of 
the court in mind that the board 
must not interfere in employer- 
employe relationships unrelated to 
unionization. Altogether it is a 
formidable task that confronts the 
labor board in the second year 
its existence.

To understand the policy that has 
been established—a policy that ac- 
cords scrupulous respect to the 
rights of labor under the law—it is

In the spring of 1934 came a de- 
termined effort in Congress to cre- 
ate an independent labor board. 
This effort failed at that time but 
out of the failure came a compro- 
mise resolution passed by both 
House and Senate setting up a Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board as an 
adjunct to the N R A. This board, 
headed first by Lloyd Garrison and 
later by Francis Biddle, had the 
power to revoke the blue eagle of 
N RA but this was a disciplinary 
measure of. limited effectiveness. 
At about the time of the demise of 
the N R A in June of 1935, Con- 
gress passed the Wagner act creat- 
ing a permanent National Labor 
Relations Board. 

Edwin 8. Smith. 


Edwin 8S. Smith was appointed 
to the first Labor Relations Board 
and served under Garrison and 
Biddle. Graduated from Harvard 
in 1915, Smith started his business 
career after the war with a manu- 
facturing company. Later he be- 


came employment manager for Wil- | 


liam Filene Sons Co. in Boston, the 
largest department store in New 
England. This followed a brief 
service with the Russell Sage Foun- 
dation. Later he became personal 

tant to Lincoln Filene,: brother 
of ward A. Filene. In 1931 he 
became a Massachusetts State Com- 
missioner of Labor and Industries 
and served in that csapacity until 
he was called to Washington in 
1934. 

During ‘all of his experience, de- 
spite the fact he had been employed 
for the most part by “enlightened” 
employers, he was made aware of 
the difficult position of the worker 
in his relationships with the boss. 
As Commissioner of Labor in Mas- 
sachusetts he had had an oppor- 
tunity to study some of the unfair 
practices followed by employers in 
their relationships with employes, 
practices which have been brought 
to light by the LaFollette Civil Lib- 
erties Committee. Smith was one 
of those who,threatened to resign 
from the old Labor Board when 
President Roosevelt took the Dean 
Jennings case away from the board 
after it had ruled against the in- 
terests of William Randolph Hearst.

TRANSMUTATION OF ELEMENTS 
ANNOUNCED BY 3 YALE MEN 


Scientists Transform Chlorine Into 
Potassium and Argon Into 
Calcium. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW HAVEN, Conn., April 26.— 
Yale University announced last 
night that three of its scientists 
have succeeded in transmuting 
chlorine into potassium and argon 


into calcium. 

The scientists, Dr. Ernest C. Pol- 
lard and his assistants, Howard L. 
Schultz of Cassadaga, N. Y., and 
D. Gordon Brubaker of Nelson, 
Neb., bombarded chlorine and 
argon with helium nuclei which 
move with a speed one-tenth as 
fast as that of light and with an 
energy of 9,000,000 volts. 

They succeeded in transmuting 
the two elements, the university 
said, and during the experiments 
developed a method whereby the 
size of the nucleus of any atom may 
be estimated.
